In these days the world’s best 
news is to be found in favourable 
statistics of employment and 
unemployment, There lies the 
one certain hope for the relaxa- 
tion of trained nerves and the 
gradual restoration of better 
international temper. In Janu- 
ary, it will be remembered, there 
was an unfortunate set-back in 
Britain, with an increase of 
164,989 on the unemployed re- 
gister compared with the previ- 
ous month. But December and 
January are notoriously subject 
to seasonal influences, the one 
fabourable and the other un- 
favourable, and the figures for 
February and .March happily re- 
sumed the march of improve- 
ment. The essential problem 
of unemployment, in fact, is still 
unsolved in Britain as in the 
United States, where President 
Roosevelt’s task is even greater 
than that encountered in Britain.

He rounded up the 
cattle when.the mists came’ down 
like grey blankets on the scattered 
sereea, At night he slept coiled in 
a tussock of heather, or snored and 
twitched before the peat fires ‘of 
little white-washed’ cottages with 
eurthen floors that stand loncly.in 
the hills.
